Directions for Sailing from the Momth of the River of 
Thames fo Ortordneſs, 


Lilbury Hope. 


Hen you break Ground from 
Tilbury Hope, if the Wind 
be Soatherl , keep the South 
ſhore cloſe aboard, but be 
careful of Blyth Sand, which 
lieth cloſe to the South ſhore 
and accordingly obſerve theſe Marks to carry you 
clear of it, Keep the Steeple of Ti/b#ry Church a 
great Sails breadth without Swexſbead Point ; or if it 
be in the Night, or haſey Weather, keep your Lead, 
and come not within five fathom at low Water, and 
ſeven fathom at high Water on the South-fide, and 
that depth will carry you clear without the Sand ( and 
thoſe depths will lead you down to the Nower-head), 
But if the Wind be Northerly, then you mult keep 
the North ſhore, which is ſteep too, until you come 
as low as Hole-Haven, and ſo keeping the Soundings 
aforeſaid, you may coine down to the Nower, and if 
you pleaſe you may come to an Anchor at the Eaſt- 
end of the Nower ; and that you may know how to, 
Anchor clear of the Sand, bring Pricklewel Steeple a 
Sails breadth to the Eaſtward of the Wood that 1s on 
the North ſhore by the Water-ſide, and there you may 
come to an Anchor,

\Vhcn you are thwart of the Buoy of the Sprts, 
and Bury, vou may ſteer N. E. by E. down the Kings 
Chanel, or if the Wind permit, to borrow upon the 
(Gunſlcit in ſeven or eight fathom water ; then that 
d: pth will lad you down to the Buoy at the Eaſt-end 
Ut the Gurnſlect. 


From the 25uoy of the Gunfleet, to 
the Nozthward, 


When you are at the Eaſt.end of the Gunfieet, Of 
thwart of the Buoy, in ten or twelve fathom; it you 
arc bound out to Norway, the Eaſt-Sea, Hamborough, 
Holland, &c. ſteer out N. E.by E. and E. N. E. till 
vu come into twenty fathom Water, then you ate 
clearot all, and diret your Courſe to the Place you 
are bound to. | 

B:tif you are bound for the North-Coalt of Eng- 
land, ind would hale in for Tarmouth-Road, then from 
the Buoy of the Cunflere, Necr N. E. by E. till you 
have brought Baudſc;-Cliff to bear from you N. W. 
by W. then you may borrow upon the Shipwaſh in 
ten or cleven fathom, or ſteer away N, E. by N.and 
N,E. till you bring A/borouzh Church to bear from 
vou N.N, W. then bear in with it N. N. W. till you 
come into nine or ten fathom, and that will bring 
you within the Sand called A/borough Knaps, on which 
there is ten or eleven foot at low water, but between 
t!11t and the Shore, there is ſeventeen or cightcen fa- 
thom, The thwart Mark for the nat, of it, is 
Alborougeh Church W. N, W. for the North-end of 
it, the tame Clurch W.S, W. The longſt Mark for 
it, is Orford Church and Caſtle,gne in another, go- 
ing right upon it, but keeping them open a great Sails 
breadth one of another on each ſide, carricth you clear 
cithcr without, or within the Sand.

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CHAP IL 


Deſcribing the (.04f of England, between Orford- 
| Neſs and Burnham, 


He Whiting is a ſmall lopg Sand, lying to the 
Southward of Orford-Neſs, and licth in the 
Fair-way, The South-end lieth farther from 
the Land than the North-end, There is not 

above five or ix foot upon it at Low-water. Coming 

trom the Northward, they commonly ſail to the Weſt- 
ward of it, that is, between the Main and the 1/h1- 
ting, toward the Naze, You may alſa ſail along to 
the Eaſtward of it, between the Whiting and Baudſey 

Sand. The North-end of the Whiting lieth cloſe a- 

longſt the Shore, and lieth from the Light-Houſe on 

Orford-Neſs S.S. W. It is fo exceeding ſtcep and 

ſharp, that you ſhall at one Caſt have nine fathom, 

and che next but five, and then you are not above a 

Ships length from it, and before you can heave the 

Lead again, you will be upon it; and when you are 

aground afore, you will have five or fix fathom a- 

Stearn. All along the inner fide it is very ſteep, fo 


that you cannot ſuund it but on the out-fide; you may 
run 4 long(t by it in hve fathom, till yon come within 


the Sands. When you come from the Northward, 
and would ſail through within the Whiting, you mult 
run cloſe alongſt by the Shore, and thenS, W. about 
by the Point of Orfordneſs, till you come within the 
North-Point of the Whiting. When the Steeple of 
Orford Church bears N, W. of you, then you arc 
right thwart of the North-Point of the //hiting ; being 
within it, ſail again more Southerly, as $, W. by 5. 
towards Baudſey Cliff. 

Alborough Knaps is a Sand that lieth about five Miles 
from Orford Nef, due Eaſt from Alborough. The 
Mark to carry you clcar of 'r, is to keep Orford 
Church and Caftle open one in the other, a great 
Sails breadth. Upon this Sand is but two fathom 
and a half at low-water, if you come wichin it you will 
have twelve or thirteen fathom, and without fixtcen 
fathom, 


From Alborough alongſt by Dunwich 
and Covehich. 


The Coaſt lieth North by Eaſt, ſomewhat Faſterly, 
from Covehith to Leyſteff, North and South, two 
Leagues, Between Dunwich and Covehith, lieth the 
Haven of Southwould, which is a ſmall Creek, and a 
little within it divideth ir ſelf into three parts ; upon 
the Northermoſt Arm lieth Sourhwould, upon the 
middlemoſt Walderſwick, and upon the Southermoſt 
Durwich. Covehith hath a high Spire Steeple, thwart 
of which lieth a ſhoal, called the Bernard, not far 
from the Land, which Ebbs almoſt dry at low-water, 
but at half Flood you may ſail through between it and 
the Land in two fathom z the outer fide is very ſtcep, 
ſo that you cannot come nearer it than nine or ten 
fathom. When Eaſtneffis W. N. W. from you, then 
you are to the Southward of the ſhoal ; and when the 
Steeple of Covehith bears S. W. by W. from you, 
then are you two Leagues to the Northward of it. 
Tothe Northward of Covehith lieth y , and two 
Leagues to the Norchward of that lieth Yarmouth,

which hath a _ Spire Steeple , and Randeth 4 
oy Muſquet-thot within the Land from the Town, 
0 that in ſailing, you may bring the Steeple on both 
lides of the Town. Off from Leyſfaff, begin the 
Sands, called the Holwrs of Tarmonth, and lic alongſt ... 
to the Northward paft Tarmourh until you come thwart Holmes, 
of Wrnterton, there are divers Chancls through them, 
in which you may ſail ; allo you may ſail within theſe ,,,,......, 
Sands to Winterton, 


Other Directions to ſail Within Yar- 
mouth-Sands, and ſo out by 
W interton-Nels. 


Firſt you muſt ſteer North, and N. by E. and bor- 
row on the Shore in fix or ſeven fathom, till you come 
in the midway between A/borough and Dunwich, where 
you muſt give the Shore more birth, and come no 
nearer than five or ſix fathom, and ſo you may bor- 
row on the Shore, till you come between Sowtbwould 
and Cvehith: And when Covebich Church bears 
Weſt, you arc then thwart of the South-end of the 
Bernard, it licth N, E, into the Sea. And to go clear 
of the N, E. end of it, keep Soatbwuld Steeple open 
of the South-end of the Cliff, cill you bring Leyflef 
Mill open to the Northward of the Town, then may 
you ſteer with the Town of Leyſteff, keeping the Light- 
Houſes in one to go within the Keck; but to go with- 
out the Holmbead, keep the Knock Beacons one in 
| another, or (if you can ſee it ) keep Gowlſton Steeple 
open and ſhut of the Waters-edge and Beach-end, and 
ſo ybu may go in the beſt of the Chanel. Alſo upon 
an Ebb, it occaſion ſerve, you may borrow into tour 
fathom of the North-end of the Bernard, or Newcome, 
( for they Point both together ) and having Pakefield 
| Church Weſt, you may go in with the Shore, or you 
; may go off in eleven or twelve farhom water ; and ta 
| go through the Stamford, bring the top of the Terrer 
(on the Clock-Houſc ) over the White Houſe in the Bernard, 
midſt of the Town. 
If you would ſail through before Leyfaff within 
the Sands, then look out for the Light- Houſes which 
ſtand by Leyſtaff, ( which are two little White Houſes ) 
the one ſtanderh on the Siizgle by the Sea-hde,- and 
the other upon a little Homock ſomewhat farther 
within the Land ,; when you are to the Southward, 
then they ſhew themſelves to rhe Northward of the 
Town, but come at length thwart of it. To fail in 
there by Night, bring theſe Light- Houſes N. W, 
by N. or ſomewhat more Northerly, and ſail right 
in with them ; and when the Church of Ley/foff com- 
eth to the Southward of the Town, over a Houſe by 
the Water-ſide when you ate in the Chanel, where 
there is no more than three fathom at Low-water, In 
keeping theſe Light-Houſes one in the other, rather 
bring the innermoſt a little ro the Northward of the 
outermoſt, to avoid a lictle Flat lying on the South-f(1de 7, cvs 
of the Chanel, run in tall you come againſt it in co vihin the

From Alberowgh-Bay, your Courſe to Yarmouth- 
Sands, is N. b E. and when you are thwart of the 
South-end of the Ho/m-Head, you will have ſeventeen 
or eighteen fathom Water, which is dire&tly thwart 
of Leyfteff, and being paſt that, you may borrow up- 
on the Sand in ſeven, eight, and nine fathom Water, 
till you have brought Gowlſton Steeple ( which is the 
Southermoſt of the two ) over the North Peer of Yay- 
wouth, and ſtecr with thoſe Marks, one over the other, 
rill you come to ſix or ſeven fathom Water ; and you 
may Anchor at the South-end of Yarmeath, or before 
it, as you think convenient, in ſix, ſeven, eight, or 
nine fathom Water : From whence, if you are bound 
to the Northward, and would go by Caſtor- Neſs, ſteer 
alongſt the Shore in 5, 6, or 7 fathom, till you have 
brought the Light-Houſes one overthe other, and then 
bear in within the Cockle, borrowing upon the Main 
in ſix, five, or four fathom, until you come thwart of 
I interton, and that depth will lead you till you come 
within the Middle-Grownd (that hath not above twelve 
foot at low-water )z and when you have brought the 


upper of the two Light-Houſes to the Northward of 
Winterton S. S. W. from you, then ſteer out N. N, E. 
till you come into eight or nine fathom Water, and 
then you may be ſure you are without the Neſs, and 
may ſteer away alongtt the Coaſt as the Wind will 
permit, | or EY 

There is alſo another Mark to carry you clear of 
this Sand, as follows. There are two Light-Houſes 
to the Southward of Winterton, the lowermolſt of 
which was lately Ere&ted, bring theſe two Light- 
Houſes one in the other, and that will carry you clear 
in, or out; that is, between the North-end of the 
Cockle, called the Midale-Ground, and a ſmall Sand, 
called the North Knowls, which is about half a Mile 
N. by W. from Wirtertonzeſs, upon which there is 
but thirtcen foot ar Low-water. 

But if you be in Tarmouth-Road with a Ship that 
draweth ſeventeen or cighteen foot Water, your beſt 


followeth, You muſt bring the Southermoſt round 
Tower of Yarmouth to bear with the rwo Southetmoſt 
Mills, and ſorun untill you bring the ſaid Tower open 
of the Mills the breadth of the Tower, and ſo ſteer 
to the Northward with that Mark, which will carry 
you out between the two Sands. x 

Alſo there is another nearer Mark, ( but they come 
all to one ) which is the Wind- Mill that ſtands on 
the N. W. part of the Town, a little ſails breadth 
to the Weſtward of the N. W. Towerof Yarmouth, 
(it ſheweth like unto a Dove-Houſe). This Mark 
will lead you to the Northward, and you ſhall not 
have leſs than fix or ſeven fathom, until you come to 
the Dogs-Head, (which is a Shoal that lieth thwart 
between the two Sands ) on which there is about four 
fathom, or four fathom anda half at Low-water , and 
whenthe Wind-Mills come one in another, then you 
enter upon the South part of this Shoal, which will 
continue without deepning or ſhoaling, until Win- 
terton Church and the Light- Houſe be one in ano- 
ther, and then you will preſently come into deeper 
Water and may ſteer away to the Northward, N.W. 


N. W. by W. or N. W. by N. and this Courſe will 
my you clear. 
It you come from the Northward, and would go 


into this Chanel, do thus: To the N. W, of Haſe- 
borough you will ſee a low Church, keep that a Sails 
breadth off Haſeborough-Cliff, and ſteering direQly 
with this Mark, will bring you to the Chanel afore- 
ſaid.

The Neſs hath formerly been very ſhoal and dan- 
gerous, but is now worn away, ſo that Ships may 
run between it and the Main, and you will have 
three fathom Water at half-food ; but if you ail 
without the Neſs, there is a Chanel berween it, and 
a Middle-ground., And the Marks to carry you 
through, are to bring the two ſmall Light-Houſes one 


in another, 'and keep the great Light-Houſe South of 


you, ſo will you keep in the beſt of the Chanel. 
From Winterton to Haſchorough Point, the Courſe
